mittoo on coinage, weights and measures and 
urged upon the committoo tho importance 
for discontinuing, for a period of two years 
at least, tho .coinage of tho silver dollar.

liATUlOADS. 


I desire to call your attention to the 


danger and annoyance found to ex'st by 
our citizens at tho railway street cross- 
ings, and especially at the junction of 
Center avenue, Madison, Milwaukee and 
Pleasant streets, where trains are almost 
constantly switihing or passing, night 
and day. Public safety demands that 
there should be maintained, at the sever- 
al crossings, Hag or signal men, acting 
under wholesome ordinance of the city, 
for public protection. 


STREET C01T.M1SSIOSEK. 


I am of the opinion that it would bo 


for the best interest ot tuo city, to eleut 
a street commissioner tor a tetm of three 
years, for tho recsou, that at tho expira- 
tion of one year, ho just begins to 
understand what is necessary to be 
done, and how to do the work in a proper 
manner, when his term ol office expires, 
und a new man is elected to servo an ap- 
prenticeship at the business. 


It seems to me, that no good businesi 


man would discharge his help every year, 
and employ a now set of hands to attend 
to his business, and this method applies 
to tho work of street commissioner as it 
would to any manufacturing or other 
line of business. 


I desire also to call your attention to 


tho many wooden culveita that are con- 
stantly giving away aud should be re- 
placed with good stone work, thereby 
avoiding tho liability of paying heavy 
damages from accidents which might oc- 
cur, These street intsrcsts I would rec- 
ommend for your consideration, 


THE PCIiLIC SCHOOLS. 


Tho most important branch of govern- 


ment is tho public schools—on them de- 
pend the future welfare of our city, state 
and nation. Wo find thorn in a healtby 
and florishing condition, which tspeake 
volumes for tho intelligence and good 
judgment of tho people. 


Tho only apparent drawback is the lo- 


cation of tho high school building. 1 
would recommend, for your considera- 
tion, the propriety of erecting a suiH 
building, centrally located, for the ex- 
clusive use ot the grammar departments. 


TE33 CITY LIBKAItX. 


For tho first time in our history the 


chief executive ot tho city has the pleas- 
ure ot officially attending to a public li- 
brary. Through tho energy ol some of 
our onterpnsing ladies, u very creditable 
collection of books had been secured, 
which was turned over to tho city about 
a yeur ago, at which tirao an appaopria- 
tion of SGC9.C3 wos made by tho common 
council, for the support of a public li- 
brary. Tho city hrfa mado no move in 
many years, which has proved so popular 
und acceptable. 
The library contains 


3,0^3 volumes, and on its tables are the 
latest nnd best newspapers and magazines. 
Moro than 2,000 volumes are taken from 
tho shelves monthly, and often moro 
than 2CObookn are given out in a day. 
The directors aro confident that books 
go, regularly into more than Jour-fifths 
of the families in the city, and much of 
the time more than a thousand books nro 
in circulation, Tho value of the library 
with tho property -connected therewith, 
is 
about 
§5,000.00. 
Its 
excel- 


lent 
condition 
is 
largely 
owing 


to the aid which has been secured out- 
side of tho municipal appiopriation; and 
now that it is und(=r tho control of ths 
city it should be placed beyond the need 
ot private help. Tho rent, librarians 
salary and other necessary expenses 
rnako tho cost of running the library be- 
tween 3700 n^d S8CO with the use of all 
reasonable economy, and to meet the 
public want there ehoinld bo at least $300 
to S-iOO available for tho purchase of 
books. I therefore recommend an appro- 
priation of 31,200 for the public library 
for tho ensuing ynar, which is hardly 
one-fourth of a mill on the dollar on the 
taxable property of the city. 


LHTENSE. 


My opinion on this important question 


is that it should be handled with good 
judgement aud great care. The very 
fact that license is necessary, implies that 
it is a police regulation, f 3 a certain PX- 
t->nt dangerous tj tho welfare of the peo- 
ple, and should only be trusted in the 
bonds of men who respect the laws, and 
appreciate t&o -danger of the 
traffic. 


Gentlemen, I would recommend a rigid 
enforcement of the laws and would be 
more than careful to whom I granted the 
puvilege. Nor would I favor any addi- 
tions to the number that are now in ex- 
istence, for it is not tho money we are af- 
ter, but the welfare of tbo community. _ 


In conclusion, gentlemen, lot us dis- 


charge these trusb confided tD our care 
for one year. BO that tho records will 
shew with houtst purpose, we have done 
our duty well.
